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Permits NOT Available October 5 for Unit 14A Registration Goat Hunts RG890 & RG891 

(Palmer) – As of Monday, October 4, five billies and four nannies have been reported as harvested in the Chugach 

Mountains drawing permit hunts DG890 and DG891. Based on survey information collected in August, this year’s 

quota for mountain goats in Unit 14A is 15 goat points. Under the goat-point management system, billies (males) 

count for one goat point and nannies (females) count as two goat points. Given that only 2 goat-points remain on the 

quota NO registration permits will be issued for goats in 14A this year. 

Drawing permit hunts DG890 and DG891 will close on October 31. Given the harvest and available goat points, 

biologists have determined that no registration permits will be made available. The drawing hunt is likely to be closed 

by Emergency Order when the quota is reached. Hunters are reminded to check the status of the DG890 and DG891 

drawing permit hunts before going into the field. 
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
